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HYPOCRISY. 
Somebody recently 
said 
that the 
chief characteristic of modern politico 
is hypocrisy. 
The remark is brought 
to mind by certain statements of I)r. 
Nicholas Murray Butler in his address 
at the opening of Columbia Universi­ 
ty last week. Said Dr. Butler: 
“ He who says and he who teaches 
that America , is isolated 
and 
aloof 
from the world, that American inter­ 
ests are singular 
and 
peculiar, and 
that we are not as other men, is not 
only un-American, but anti-American. 
He is not only turning his back upon 
American ideals, but he is doing such 
damage as he can to America’s mate­ 
rial interests. 
He is assisting to in­ 
crease and prolong the difficulties and 
distress of the farmer, of the hand­ 
worker, of the manufacturer, of the 
railroad manager, of the banker, of 
every citizen and of every institution 
which shares and 
claims the 
name 
American.” 
That is all true and it is very well 
stated. 
But, after reading it, one can­ 
not help wondering 
how Dr. Butler 
can have the “nerve” to affirm these 
things. 
For when he does thus affirm 
them, he indicts himself and a large 
number of republicans like him. 
He reveals the fact that he knew 
all along that Wilson was right and 
his opponents wrong, that in the 1920 
election the democrats were right and 
the republicans wrong, that Wilson 
and the democrats stood for the rea: 
American ideals 
and 
that the anti- 
Leaguers and the republican machine 
stood for the 
anti-American 
ideals, 
that the League plan of international 
cooperation was 
the 
way 
to assist 
American material interests and the 
anti-League plan of isolation the way 
to damage those interests and increase 
the distress of the farmers, workers, 
bankers, etc., 
of America. 
And yet, 
knowing 
these 
things, 
Dr. 
Butler 
fought Wilson, helped to defeat the 
League plan, 
pretended 
that in the 
election the republican 
program was 
the right program, and did what he 
could to promote through republican 
victory that very 
policy of isolation 
which he now 
denounces 
and from 
which he and the whole 
world have 
suffered grievously for nearly three 
years because 
Dr. Butler s party, by 
chicaner}' and misrepresentation, forc­ 
ed this country into a false positión ut­ 
terly foreign to the real desires and 
purposes and ideals of the American 
people. 
We repeat that 
what 
Dr. Butler 
$ays in his Columbia address is truth, 
ft is tremendously 
important 
truth, 
.and it is truth admirably stated. 
But 
we do not see how Dr. Butler, in view 
of his record, can have the effrontery 
to state this truth, tor by his statement 


( it it he is condemned out of his own 
. mouth. 


SIMPLE AND TO THE POINT. 
Recommendations 
made 
by 
the 
state commander of the American Le­ 
gion of Illinois to members of the or­ 
ganization in his annual 
address, if 
adopted all over the country would 
help very materially in solving many 
of the problems that are confronting 
the former soldiers as well as the pub­

They are simple and to the poinf and

“To the public, hire the soldier. He 
may have been restless at one time, 
but he is steady now. 
“To municipalities, start now public 
works which you may have planned to 
put off until spring. 
“ 1 o the soldier, don’t float around; 
tie yourself down to a community and 
stick to your job, when you get one.” 


THE SILENT CAPTAINS. 
Field Marshal Haig, the New York 
Times tells us, has turned over all his 
notes, reports, documents, memoran­ 
da and other papers relating to his 
part in the war to the trustees of the 
British Museum with the request that 
they be kept under lock and key until 
the year 1940. 
Obviously this means 
that he is not going to follow the ex­ 
ample oi Hindenburg and l.udendorff. 
He is not going to write a book about 
the war as he saw it and he is not go­ 
ing to help anybody else write a war 
book about him. 
Not until a score of 
years have passed will the data which 
he possesses be available. 
This 
decision of the 
British com­ 
mander calls attention to the fact that 
none of the foremost military figures 
on the Allied side has yet published 
a book. 
Foch and Pershing have not, 
so far as the public knows, put pen to 
paper: and now Haig has taken a step 
which is equivalent 
to an announce­ 
ment that he has no intention of doing 
so at any time— for it is hardly likely 
that twenty years from now he will 
take up the ta^k. Others have written 
and w ill write, but the three great fig­ 
ures of the 
climactic 
period of the 
war, the three commanders of the ar­ 
mies that won the victor}', are silent. 
The Times thinks that this is as it 
should be, and many will hold this 
opinion. 
The fact is that the war has 
not been over long enough, the peace 
has 
not 
been 
established 
firmly 
enough tor the commanders oi the Al­ 
lied armies to write 
books. 
Perfect 
harmony is seldom 
attainable 
upon 
earth. 
There was 
net 
perfect har­ 
mony in the military councils of the 
Allies during those trying days when 
the enemy was 
driving 
forward to­ 
wards Paris. 
To go over that ground 
now*, to tell the intimate story of those 
days as these three men could tell it 
and would have to tell it in order to 
satisfy 
the 
-equirements 
of truth, 
could not help and migfit hinder the 
w'ork of binding 
together 
in firmer 
friendship the nations which won the 
great victory and which must work to­ 
gether now' for the enduring peace of 
the world.
